She said: “I have watched bus-loads 
go to Tesco to use their toilet facilities and 
shop and I have lost customers who say they

MAJOR ROADWORKS on a main 
street in Oswestry are still on target 
to finish two weeks ahead of sched¬ 
ule.

Meeting 

John Morgan, one of the 
event’s organisers, said com¬ 
mittee members ideally 
wanted to hold this year’s 
event on June 17 and make 
it one of the best ever in trib¬ 
ute to Mr Jones. 

But he added: “We hope to 
hold a meeting later this 
week to discuss whether we 
can go ahead with this year’s 
event or not. 

“The air show relies heav¬ 
ily on what displays the RAF 
can allocate us and without a 
reasonable amount of them, 
we will find it difficult to go- 
ahead. 

“We still don’t know what 


the RAF can provide us with 
and until we see what they 
can offer, things are very 
much uncertain. 

“We do have an alterna¬ 
tive where we could pay for 
more air displays to be pro¬ 
vided from elsewhere, but it 
would all come down to 
whether it would be afford¬ 
able to do or not. 

“It’s also going to be a 
harder event to organise this 
year because Bob used to 
sort most things out and 
point us all in the right direc¬ 
tion. 

“He is going to be sorely 
missed. 

“But we want to hold this 
event for him and make it 
extra special in his memory. 

“The air show is a very 
popular event for the town 
and something that brings 
people from far and wide. 

“It is important that the 
show goes on and that it 
becomes a permanent fea¬ 
ture in the calendar of 
events for Welshpool - I 
think it’s what Bob would 
have wanted.”

Fraudster who stole baby's 
identity will not pay a penny

A CONWOMAN who stole the identity of a 
dead baby to get a false passport in a 
£164,000 scam will not have to pay a penny 
back, a court has heard. 

Georgina Murphy, of Lakeholme Gardens, 
Oswestry, obtained tens of thousands of pounds 
through claiming benefits and securing a £169,000 
mortgage advance by using the false identification. 

But the 54-year-old will not have to pay anything back at 
this stage, it was ruled at Mold Crown Court, sitting at 
Chester. 

Murphy was jailed for three years in September after

New service

admitting four counts of 
fraud, two of failing to notify 
a change of circumstances 
when claiming benefits and 
another of falsifying infor¬ 
mation. 

She had earlier been 
placed on a suspended 
prison sentence for other 
fraud offences which 
involved using the identity 
of the same dead baby, which 
she may have got off a grave¬ 
stone in Buckley. 

At a hearing under The 
Proceeds of Crime Act, 
Judge Gareth Jones ruled 
that her financial benefit 
from her crimes was 
£164,126 but that she had no 
assets. 

There was nothing avail¬ 
able to confiscate so the 
judge made a nominal £1 
order, not to be collected, 
which keeps the order alive . 

A previous hearing was 
told that in 2007 Murphy 
applied for a passport but 
gave her name as Gail Jones, 
with a date of birth of May 
10, 1957 and an address in 
Well Street, Cefn Mawr. 

It was later discovered 
that Gail Jones died 12 
hours after birth more than 
50 years ago. 

Murphy obtained a 
£169,000 mortgage advance 
in Gail Jones’s name to buy 
her house in Oswestry. 

Judge Philip Hughes 
described Murphy as a 
‘sophisticated and cunning 
fraudster’.

Hospital tops 
education list 

OSWESTRY Orthopaedic Hospital has 
come out top in a General Medical Council 
survey about educational facilities. 

The hospital NHS foundation trust came 
top in the category of ‘access to educational 
resources’. 

The survey data provides a snapshot of 
the perceptions of doctors in training and 
trainers about postgraduate training. 

The hospital had the top score out of over 
300 healthcare trusts for one particular 
question about educational facilities, infra¬ 
structure and leadership for the delivery of 
the GMC approved curriculum for trauma 
and orthopaedic services. 

Director of the Postgraduate Training 
Programme at RJAH, Mr Richard Spencer 
Jones said: “We are delighted with this 
acknowledgement of the excellent work 
that is going on here in Oswestry. ” 

Overall the RJAH came sixth nationally 
out of all local education providers in the 
2011 National Survey of Trainees. 


Mr Catt, the group’s chairman, said he 
planned to take part in a parachute jump 
later this year to demonstrate his belief 
that it is safer to jump out a plane than be 
around the villages’ roads.

Mr Catt said he expected to see hundreds 
of people turn up to the meeting which is 
set to be held in St Agatha’s Church, in 
Llanymynech. 

“Members of the group have carried out 
door-to-door canvassing explaining the cir¬ 
cumstances,” he said. 

“We could have more than 200 people 
turn up on March 1. We want it to be stand¬ 
ing room only.” 

He said during the meeting there would 
be a number of questions asked about how 
to get the road in place.

Cash pot aids 
jubilee plans 

A POT OF money is being saved for people 
in villages north of Oswestry who have 
plans to celebrate the Queen’s Diamond 
Jubilee and the 2012 Olympics. 

Members of the local joint committee for 
Gobowen, Selattyn, St Martins and Weston 
Rhyn has been deciding where its latest 
funding for local organisations should be 
directed. 

Members at a meeting this week agreed 
to put more than £1,000 into a ring-fenced 
fund. Now they want groups and organisa¬ 
tions to let them know if they are organising 
events that might need a grant. 

Councillor David Lloyd, chairman of the 
local joint committee said applications for 
funding would have to be made to the com¬ 
mittee in the coming weeks. He said the 
grants would probably be between £200 and 
£300. 

The Preeshenlle Community Festival has 
already received a grant of £500 towards 
event costs and additional performers. 


A report to this week’s town council meet¬ 
ing from the authority’s events manager 
recognised that businesses see a clear dip in 
trade during the afternoon of the event as 
road closures are enforced. 

David Clough says: “However footfall 
increases dramatically once the event starts 
it is clear that some shops do better than 
others on the night, particularly those who 
hand out discount vouchers, give food 
tasters and hold competitions. 

“Food outlets, coffee shops and pubs do 
especially well and the national retailers 
also show an increase in takings. 

“We may be able to introduce even more 
traditional celebrations to the event such as 
choirs and brass bands on a music stage.” 

He said that on rare occasions the event 
did have a negative financial impact. 

“But for the majority it does have a sub¬ 
stantial positive impact in increasing local 
turnover, not to mention the pleasure it 
brings to many visitors and families,” he 
added. 

Martin Anderson, chairman of the town’s 
chamber, said: “Some chamber members 
felt Christmas Live ‘cuts off trade along 
part of Church Street and thought that a 
fair in the middle of the street was not ideal. 

“Members suggested that the fair could 
be spread out around the town because hav¬ 
ing the fair in one street results in too large 
a concentration of people in one part of 
town.”

It is a 
shame it is closing. It wasn’t an easy 
decision. It was one we talked about 
for along time.” 

Liz Evans, from Jubilee Money 
Advice Centre, said their service was 
doing well and now they were 
searching for new premises. But 
they had yet to find any.

Standing room only as town traders discuss crisis 


LAST WEEK we unashamedly published 
pictures of Welshpool’s 19 empty town cen¬ 
tre businesses and while some have accused 
us of promoting the town in a negative light 
we stand by our actions. 

As a direct result of our story, and a call for 
action from Councillor Steve Kaye, Welsh¬ 
pool Town Council chamber was packed by 
concerned traders on Monday night.

On top of that they want Powys Council to 
introduce free parking and reintroduce 
coach parking bays which were lost in the 
Church Street Car Park.

Still can't trust Tories with NHS 


MY LETTERS to you on The Health 
and Social Care Bill normally produce 
little or no comment, and certainly no 
direct mail or e-mail response; how¬ 
ever several letters, of similar content 
have arrived from as far away as Lon¬ 
don. 

They accuse me of being resistant to 
‘change’ and someone who has little 
knowledge of the working of the bill 
(and with over 1,000 amendments even 
professionals are confused). 

Despite my views being supported by 
most healthcare professionals, I have 
consistently supported the need for 


change. I just do not support another 
‘top down’ reorganisation at a time 
when the NHS is facing £20bn in effi¬ 
ciency savings, and certainly oppose 
the wholesale transfer of huge budgets 
to GPs, who incidentally, overwhelm¬ 
ingly share this view. 

Nor do I oppose ‘competition’ per se; 
this must be done on a level playing 
field and not the cherry picking propos¬ 
als in the Bill; increasing private 
income of NHS foundation trusts to 49 
per cent is sheer privatisation. 

David Cameron spent much of the 
two years preceding the General Elec¬ 


tion claiming the Conservatives could 
be trusted with the NHS. 

Now, with members of his cabinet in 
open revolt over the bill, he continues 
to support a Health Secretary who is in 
a legal battle to stop publication of the 
widely leaked Government internal 
reports. 

These conclusively state the bill 
could harm patient care and increase 
costs dramatically. 

You still can’t trust the Tories with 
the NHS.

Mr Davies said: “I am hugely disap¬ 
pointed - but it’s difficult to gripe because 
we voted for change. 

“The people wanted less politicians, so we 
fought the General Election saying that we 
would cut from 650 to 585. The Lib Dems 
wanted 500. We’ve actually cut to 600.”

“Events at the village hall are essential 
for local people to meet as there is no village 
shop and no regular bus service,” she said. 
“The village hall is a key asset for Maes¬ 
brook.” 

Current uses include art classes, coffee 
mornings, a gardening club and village 
events throughout the year. It is also hired 
for birthday parties and other events. 

The money for Knockin Assembly Rooms 
is needed for a £2,000 project which includes 
stripping back and resealing the floorboards 
and painting the walls. 

Committee members heard that the hall 
is used for activities including dance classes 
and sports groups, a computer group, parish 
council meetings and the youth club.

A FORMER pub near Oswestry is to be sold 
off at a public auction next month. 

The Royal Oak at Dovaston has full plan¬ 
ning permission for conversion to a house. 

The pub has a guide price of £150,000 to 
£170,000 and is one of 12 properties con¬ 
signed to auctioneers Halls’ collective auc¬ 
tion at the Greenhous Meadow in 
Shrewsbury on March 23 at 3pm. 

The former public house has fallen into a 
state of disrepair and requires total renova¬ 
tion but the sellers say it has great potential 
for conversion into a substantial detached 
family house. 

The internal accommodation, at present, 


has three reception rooms, a games room, 
kitchen, store and toilet on the ground floor 
and four bedrooms and a bathroom upstairs. 

The property extends to around three- 
quarters of an acre, with a large rear garden, 
which has potential to be used as a pony pad- 
dock or to be landscaped to the new owner’s 
requirements.

OSWESTRY’S NEW museum will 
open its doors to the public on Fri¬ 
day, March 2.

“Some had already signed the objection 
petition and after speaking to me they said if 
only they had known everything, they would 
not have signed it. I am very confident if I 
were to conduct a door-to-door survey then 
the results would be overwhelmingly in 
favour of the application.” 

Mr Martin said: “The proposed develop¬ 
ment is a fish and chip restaurant and take¬ 
away and not a late-night kebab house as 
many have been led to believe. It is intended 
that the shop will close at 11pm at the latest 
and not in the early hours. 

“With regard to rubbish, noise, vermin 
and parking, the premises has been used as 
a food shop for over 120 years and to the best 
of my knowledge there have no such prob¬ 
lems associated with the businesses run 
from these premises during this period.”

Playgroup 
given hope 
as funding 
is reviewed 

CAMPAIGNERS are hope¬ 
ful a funding review will 
save a cash-strapped play¬ 
group near the Shrop¬ 
shire/Welsh border. 

Llanfyllin Playgroup is in 
danger of closing because of 
funding problems.

A crisis meeting was held 
last year and fundraising 
efforts by parents and staff 
are keeping the group going 
for the moment but calls are 
being made for more sus¬ 
tainable funding resources 
to be found. 

Llanfyllin’s county coun¬ 
cillor Peter Lewis said he 
was hopeful a review by 
Powys County Council 
would find those funding 
resources. 

He said: “I am hopeful 
that the review will bring 
some ideas on a way for¬ 
ward.” 

Powys County Council 
spokesman John Evans con¬ 
firmed a review of early 
years funding was under 
way and a report would go to 
cabinet.

The councillors were told 
it was likely the parish 
council would have to foot 
the entire bill for installing 
theVAS.

“But we will keep at it and 
something else which is now 
being looked at is whether 
the speed limit around the 
village school can be 
reduced to 20mph. 

“My understanding is 
that it will take a bit of time 
to get that but we are hop¬ 
ing it is possible. 

“The speed of traffic is a 
problem despite what the 
surveys say.” 

Councillor Davies said he 
hoped Shropshire Council 
traffic engineers would be 
able to attend a parish coun¬ 
cil in the near future to dis¬ 
cuss the issues. 

He said: “It would be 
great to sit down and chat 
about the issue and see 
what the possibilities are. 

“We are keen to have 
something done to help with 
the problem.” 

Councillors were told 
about the funding problem 
surrounding the VAS at a 
meeting on Monday.

volunteers tackling giant 
weeds along river banks 


VOLUNTEERS ARE being trained to fight 
the battle against giant weeds growing on 
the banks of a river on the Shropshire bor¬ 
der. 

Japanese Knotweed, Himalayan Balsom 
and Giant Hogweed are threatening not 
only the native flowers and wildlife of the 
River Dee but the river banks themselves. 
The volunteers are being taught how to use 
herbicides safely near water systems. 

Last Friday members of river trusts held 
a conference looking at how to manage inva¬ 
sive weeds in the River Dee. 

Among the areas affected is Sodylt, north 
of Ellesmere and St Martins. 

Dr Neil Smith from the Countryside 
Council for Wales, said: “Left untreated, 
these species can spread at an alarming rate, 


smothering native wildlife. The Balsam and 
Knotweed for example, shade out the native 
wild flowers and insects that depend on 
them, which leaves the ground bare in win¬ 
ter leading to erosion of these areas. 

“One of the main aims of the river trusts 
is to maintain and enhance native species of 
plants and animals in their catchment 
areas.” 

Dr Smith said he hoped the conference 
would help all the groups involved to tackle 
the challenging project. 

The conference is sponsored by the Coun¬ 
tryside Council for Wales, Environment 
Agency Wales, Natural England and the 
local authorities within the catchment and 
is calling for a systematic approach and good 
training to tackle invasive species.

The relief is given as a 
reduction in tax liability 
but cannot create a repay¬ 
ment. For example, if you 
have a tax liability for the 
year of £30,000 and invest 
£100,000 in SEIS you can¬ 
not have relief of more 
than £30,000. 

Capital 

Where qualifying SEIS 
shares are sold more than 
three years after the date on 
which they are issued, then 
any resulting gain is free of 
capital gains tax. 

It may also be possible to 
obtain some capital gains 
tax relief on other assets 
when a SEIS investment is 
made but only in 2012/13.

Since her arrival in the county the school has seen many successes including recently 
being graded outstanding in all areas of practice by the Independent Schools Inspectorate. 

Outstanding is the top mark for schools but Jackie is keen to praise the youngsters for 
the accomplishment. 

“We really, really value the children’s 
achievements,” she said. “No matter what it 
is, a child is valued and their achievements 
are celebrated. 

“I think we have a very warm and sup¬ 
portive community at the school. The chil¬ 
dren are delightful and the staff are very 
supportive.” 

Jackie studied a degree in ancient history 
and social anthropology and then went on to 
complete the teaching qualification PGCE 
to get into her field of work. 

Training 

Her first job was at a primary school in 
Lewisham in London after completing 
teaching practise there while training for 
her qualification. 

She said: “It was a fantastic experience 
and I worked there for two years.” 

She then moved to the independent school 
James Allen’s Preparatory School, in Dul¬ 
wich, where she worked for 16 years. 

Jackie and her husband, who is also a 
teacher, then moved to the Oswestry area. 

She had not got a job but nearly as soon as 
she started the hunt for work she spotted 
the position of head teacher at Bellan 
House. 

She said: “The job came up at an oppor¬ 
tune moment. 

“Vacancies for independent schools don’t 
come up very often in the area. I was 
delighted. 


“I handed in my notice in January 2007 
and planned to move to the area in the sum¬ 
mer. Then the vacancy became available. It 
was like it was meant to be. 

“I have always thought Bellan House was 
a lovely school. 

“There have been a few challenges with 
the recession but it is incredibly rewarding 
having that daily contact with the children 
and seeing their smiling faces.” 

Jackie said being a head teacher is a lot of 
hard work and many long hours. 

“It is important to get the work life bal¬ 
ance right,” she said. “There are long hours 
but I have got a very supportive husband. 

“It is hard work but incredibly rewarding. 

“What I love more than anything is the 
contact with the children.” 

In the little spare time she has Jackie likes 
to take part in Cancer Research UK’s Race 
for Life event and also has plans to learn 
Welsh.

John discovers rare gems

OSWESTRY film and photo col¬ 
lector John Powell has been 
dipping in to his collection 
again and has come up with 
some rare gems shedding 
more light on the opening of 
Oswestry Golf Club at Aston in 
1931. 

We had taken a look at the opening in 
this column a little while ago, and that 
prompted John to dig out an 81-year-old 
home movie of the occasion. 

“I read with interest the article about 
Aston Hall and Oswestry Golf Club,” said 
John. 

“Attached are pictures taken from a 
home movie film showing that the golf 
club was opened in 1931 by Henry Cotton 
who was a champion golfer in his day. 

“The pictures also show the club house 
as it was until recently when it was 
rebuilt. Also, the ‘Professional’ was J W 
Walker, who is also pictured. 

“The pictures are copied from 9.5mm 
home movie frames and are limited in 
resolution by the tiny frame and the rel¬ 
atively poor quality of the film, camera 
and lens in the early days of cinematogra¬ 
phy. I just thought that you might be 
interested, particularly in the name of 
the personality who opened the club.” 

Unfortunately the film does not give 
the precise date of this event although it 
must have been a big occasion because 
Henry Cotton was the top golfer of his 
time who went on to win three Open 
championships. 

It is said that he would practise so hard 
that his hands would bleed. He was 
renowned for his flamboyance and style 
and declared: “The best is always good 
enough for me.” 

He was knighted after the war and died 
in 1987. 

We can, however, fill in some details 
about the club’s move to Aston, from con¬ 
temporary reports in the Shrewsbury

Chronicle. The paper reported on June 5, 
1931, that: “Oswestry’s new golf course 
at Aston was formally opened for play on 
Monday (ie June 1), the course on 
Llanymynech Hill having now been dis¬ 
mantled. 

“The Aston course is in a very forward 
condition, as a result of the recent propi¬ 
tious weather, the fairways and green 
being perfectly playable and holding out 


abundant promise for the future. To 
mark the occasion, a medal competition 
was held, about 30 members taking out 
cards.” 

As there is no mention of Cotton, the 
official opening with him as guest must 
have taken place on another date. 

The first match at Aston was on June 
6, 1931, against Newtown, which the 
home team won by nine games to one.

On the road with 
roofless efficiency 


TRADITIONALLY Porsche purists have over¬ 
looked the firm’s 911 Cabriolet model as, in 
their eyes, it never offered the same level of 
performance as the tin-top version. 

It was, for some, a car to be seen in rather than one 
you drove hard for the hell of it. 

This latest model, the 991 in Porsche parlance, promises 
to be a different and better beast. 

Like the recently launched coupe, this convertible has 
been completely overhauled in a bid to improve refinement, 
performance and economy in equal measure. 

Of equal significance is the car’s new Panamera-inspired 
fascia and switchgear layout, which is a welcome improve¬ 
ment over the old car. 

Visually, this 911 is a fraction longer than the old ‘997’ 
model, with the car’s on-road manners benefiting the most. 

More stable at speed, this 911 now straddles the line 
between outright performance car and grand tourer. 

A wider front track continues this theme, while a weight- 
loss programme has resulted in a useful reduction in mass

to further improve the car’s agility on the road. Porsche’s 
infamous six-cylinder ‘boxer’ engine has both gained more 
power and become more efficient. 

Like the new coupe, the lead-in engine for the Cabriolet 
has been downsized from 3.6 to 3.4-litres, while the ‘S’ spec¬ 
ification unit remains at 3.8-litres. 

Power is up to 345 and 395 horsepower respectively, while 
fuel consumption is down 11 per cent and 15 per cent. 

The switch to electro-hydraulic steering might have the 
purists concerned, but this set-up helps to boost fuel econ¬ 
omy and has been engineered with the keen driver in mind. 

Hopefully, the revised PDK semi-auto gearbox option will 
help convince the doubters that this 911 still means busi¬ 
ness. 

For many, though, the real focus of attention will be the 
car’s roof. In 1982 we saw the first iteration of the 911 
Cabriolet, and its basic roof arrangement served a purpose 
but wasn’t exactly pretty. 

Today it’s a different matter as this 911’s powered roof 
can be operated on the move up to 31mph with the press of 
a button, and stows flush behind the cabin in 13 seconds. 

The roof’s lightweight materials and rigid structure 
ensure a coupe-like experience when raised and the cabin 
ambience is akin to that of the previous 997 coupe model. 

Roof down and the traditional wind-in-the-hair experi¬ 
ence has been greatly reduced. 

It’s possible to hold a sensible conversation at speed, 
while the powered wind deflector further reduces buffeting 
and, cleverly, doesn’t encroach on the rear cabin space. 

Only one question remains: Does this all work on the 
road? The simple answer is yes, as the various improve¬ 
ments - roof, engines, transmission, suspension - all work 
to create an incredibly refined yet useable and, in the right 



conditions, devastatingly quick drop-top sports car. 

With the 3.4 Carrera proving to be all the sports car you’ll 
probably ever need thanks to its flexible engine, compliant 
ride and willingness to entertain, the 3.8-litre Carrera S 
could be viewed as the decadent choice. 

That said, the extra torque (3251b/ft against 2951b/ft) is 
nice to have, and the engine note is deeper and more urgent 
in tone than the sweeter-sounding 3.4 lump. 

Barking its way up and down the gears, the Carrera S ably 
demonstrates that it’s no slouch. The 4.7 second to 62mph 
sprint time is reduced further if Porsche’s vastly improved 
seven-speed PDK gearbox is chosen. 

Sure, there’s now a standard fit seven-speed manual, but 
the PDK’s added precision in either auto or manual mode is 
hard to beat in the real world. 

It’s also worth noting that fuel consumption and C02 fig¬ 
ures also drop slightly with the PDK gearbox. 

And what of the new steering? Determined to improve on 
an already highly praised conventional system, Porsche’s 
engineers have ironed out much of the distracting kickback 
of old yet added more precision to the way the car steers and 
communicates the road back to the driver. 

It’s a slightly different sensation to the old car but it 
wants for nothing in terms of accuracy, making it one of the 
best of the new generation of electric systems around. 

Another change for the better is the near absence of tyre 
noise, which should please anyone who spends a lot of time 
behind the wheel. 

The upside to this improvement is that you can now bet¬ 
ter enjoy the car’s engine as it grumbles, roars and barks its 
way up and down the rev range. 

In short, the new 911 Cabriolet offers the best of both

BMW's flagship M has 
monumental power 


WHEELS AND DEALS 


BMW’s new M6 range has been 
unveiled, with higher performance, 
lower fuel consumption and increased 
touring range. 

The flagship M car boasts monumental 
power and torque figures from the same tur¬ 
bocharged V8 seen in the M5. With 554bhp and 
5021b.ft, the latter available all the way from 
l,500rpm to 5,750rpm, the coupe sprints to 
62mph in just 4.2 seconds followed by the 
slightly heavier convertible at 4.3 seconds. 

Both versions are limited to 155mph, but 
more impressive is a claimed figure of 28.5mpg 
for the coupe. Its C02 emissions will stand at 
232g/km; the soft top recording 239g/km. 

BMW has worked to maintain a close-to-per- 
fect weight distribution front to rear. Combined 
with a number of upgrades to the chassis com¬ 
pared to the standard 6 Series, the M6 aims to 
represent the pinnacle of large sports cars. 
Variable Damper Control is standard, allowing 
drivers to tailor the suspension to their prefer¬ 
ences. 

Settings can also be memorised and saved to 
‘Ml’ and ‘M2’ buttons, so drivers can have their 
preferred cruising and sports settings combina¬ 
tions accessible via one button. 

To improve cruising range, the new M6 has 
been given a larger 80-litre fuel tank. Com¬ 
bined with the decreased fuel consumption, it 
leads to a theoretical range of just over 500 
miles - but then the tank would be dry. 

Boot capacity has been increased too, up to

450 litres in the coupe and up to 350 litres in the 
convertible, depending on the position of the 
roof. 

The weight of the folding roof prevents it 
from being among the world’s fastest, but 19 
seconds to retract and 24 to fold back up is not 
bad. 

As standard, the cars will have 19-inch 
wheels but can be upgraded with 20-inch ‘light¬ 
weight’ options. Satellite navigation is one of 
many goodies included in the coupe’s £93,795 
price tag. The convertible will cost £98,995. 

They will both be available in mid-September 
for the ‘62’ registration. 

• After sales of the saloon and hatchbacks 
reached a million in the recent past, Chevrolet 
is to introduce an estate version of its stylish 
Cruze model. 

With close to 1,500 litres of load space with 
the rear seats folded down, the Cruze Station 


Wagon aims to capture more sales in Europe, 
where estate cars are more popular than in 
other parts of the world. 

The move coincides with minor updates 
across the Cruze range, such as new alloy wheel 
styles and slightly remodelled headlight interi¬ 
ors. 

Inside there is a greater choice of seat fin¬ 
ishes alongside a revised centre console. 

A new engine has been added to the range as 
well, in the shape of a 1.7-litre VCDi diesel, 
with 130bhp and stop-start technology that 
helps the engine achieve C02 emissions as low 
as 119g/km in the Cruze. 

At 4,678mm, the Station Wagon is slightly 
longer than the hatchback (4,510mm) and 
saloon (4,597mm) models. Load space ranges 
from 500 litres in the boot alone with the back 
seats upright and the load cover in place, to 
nearly 1,500 litres up to the roof top with the

seats folded down. 

• Seat’s executive saloon range has been 
revised for 2012, with the Exeo gaining new 
front-end styling, including bi-xenon head¬ 
lights and LED daytime running lights as stan¬ 
dard. 

New alloy wheels, upgraded interior leathers 
and other material improvements are also all 
included in the range’s starting price of £19,480 
on the road. 

Aimed at the fleet market, the most popular 
engine so far has been the 2.0-litre TDI diesel, 
which has been improved to deliver lower emis¬ 


sions, as low as 129g/km, and fuel economy up 
to 58.9mpg. 

The Exeo has won a great deal of business 
from company car drivers and is currently 
Seat’s third best-selling model in Britain, 
behind the Ibiza and Leon. 

The Exeo range is set to expand later in the 
year with an Ecomotive version, focused on 
higher efficiency. Seat is targeting C02 figures 
lower than 120g/km. 

The car is now available in both saloon and 
‘ST’ estate versions in dealerships nationwide.

KOREA’S top selling car has arrived in 
UK showrooms and Kia claim their new 
Optima will bring lower running costs to 
the D-segment with the looks to attract 
buyers. 

The company’s chief designer Peter Schreyer 
likens the car’s clean, stylish and uncompli¬ 
cated cut to that of a fine Italian suit - and he 
may just have something there. 

The Optima’s looks alone will ensure it 
enjoys UK sales previously unheard-of for a 
large Kia saloon but will it appeal to the busi¬ 
ness user, who make up the majority of D-seg¬ 
ment customers? 

It will be sold only with a diesel engine - a new 
134bhp version of Kia’s smooth and efficient 
1.7-litre CRDi ‘U2’ power unit. 

The arrival of the Optima means that for the 
first time Kia has a seriously competitive car in 
all the key sectors for the UK’s fleet and leasing 
industry - Picanto, Rio, cee’d and now Optima. 

The Optima is easily the best Kia that I have 
driven. It offers features never previously 
attainable on a Kia, including a high-end Infin¬ 
ity audio system delivering 550W of high- 
fidelity sound through 12 speakers in eight 
different locations throughout the car, includ¬ 
ing a boot-mounted subwoofer. 

Self-parking, heated and cool-ventilated

Inside the cabin the fascia tilts towards the 
driver and has been designed on aircraft princi¬

The entry-level Optima has 
Kia’s familiar three-cylinder instrumentation, 
while all other versions have a premium super¬ 
vision cluster with a 3.5-inch full-colour infor¬ 
mation screen flanked by a tachometer on one 
side and a speedometer on the other.

namic drag-reducing measures. Automatics 
have an Active ECO button which alters the 
operation of the engine’s electronic control 
unit and the compressor on the climate control 
system, bringing potential fuel savings of 
around 9 per cent. 

The U2 diesel was first introduced on the 
Kia Sportage, but has been uprated for use in 
the Optima featuring high-pressure common- 
rail fuel injection for maximum efficiency and 
a variable geometry turbocharger to enhance 
low-speed driveability. 

It develops its maximum power at 4,000rpm, 
but of greater significance is the peak torque of 
325Nm (2391b ft) from 2,000-2,500rpm. 

The Kia Optima is a good-looking family car 
with lots of space, plenty of equipment and a 
long warranty. 

Ride quality may not be as good as some in 
the sector but pricing is very competitive with 
models ranging from £19,595 to £25,995. 

The Optima will sell because it is a good 
looking saloon but this is a very difficult sector 
and Kia is going to find it hard to eat into the 
company car market.

On the road with 
roofless efficiency 


TRADITIONALLY Porsche purists have over¬ 
looked the firm’s 911 Cabriolet model as, in 
their eyes, it never offered the same level of 
performance as the tin-top version. 

It was, for some, a car to be seen in rather than one 
you drove hard for the hell of it. 

This latest model, the 991 in Porsche parlance, prom¬ 
ises to be a different and better beast. 

Like the recently launched coupe, this convertible has 
been completely overhauled in a bid to improve refine¬ 
ment, performance and economy in equal measure. 

Of equal significance is the car’s new Panamera- 
inspired fascia and switchgear layout, which is a welcome 
improvement over the old car. 

Visually, this 911 is a fraction longer than the old ‘997’ 
model, with the car’s on-road manners benefiting the 
most. 

More stable at speed, this 911 now straddles the line 
between outright performance car and grand tourer. 

A wider front track continues this theme, while a 
weight-loss programme has resulted in a useful reduc-

tion in mass to further improve the car’s agility on the 
road. 

Porsche’s infamous six-cylinder ‘boxer’ engine has both 
gained more power and become more efficient. 

Like the new coupe, the lead-in engine for the Cabriolet 
has been downsized from 3.6 to 3.4-litres, while the ‘S’ spec¬ 
ification unit remains at 3.8-litres. 

Power is up to 345 and 395 horsepower respectively, while 
fuel consumption is down 11 per cent and 15 per cent. 

The switch to electro-hydraulic steering might have the 
purists concerned, but this set-up helps to boost fuel econ¬ 
omy and has been engineered with the keen driver in mind. 

Hopefully, the revised PDK semi-auto gearbox option will 
help convince the doubters that this 911 still means busi- 


For many, though, the real focus of attention will be the 
car’s roof. In 1982 we saw the first iteration of the 911 
Cabriolet, and its basic roof arrangement served a purpose 
but wasn’t exactly pretty. 

Today it’s a different matter as this 911’s powered roof 
can be operated on the move up to 31mph with the press of 
a button, and stows flush behind the cabin in 13 seconds. 

The roof’s lightweight materials and rigid structure 
ensure a coupe-like experience when raised and the cabin 
ambience is akin to that of the previous 997 coupe model. 

Roof down and the traditional wind-in-the-hair experi¬ 
ence has been greatly reduced. 

It’s possible to hold a sensible conversation at speed, 
while the powered wind deflector further reduces buffeting 
and, cleverly, doesn’t encroach on the rear cabin space. 

Only one question remains: Does this all work on the 
road? The simple answer is yes, as the various improve¬ 
ments - roof, engines, transmission, suspension - all work

to create an incredibly refined yet useable and, in the right 
conditions, devastatingly quick drop-top sports car. 

With the 3.4 Carrera proving to be all the sports car you’ll 
probably ever need thanks to its flexible engine, compliant 
ride and willingness to entertain, the 3.8-litre Carrera S 
could be viewed as the decadent choice. 

That said, the extra torque (3251b/ft against 2951b/ft) is 
nice to have, and the engine note is deeper and more urgent 
in tone than the sweeter-sounding 3.4 lump. 

Barking its way up and down the gears, the Carrera S ably 
demonstrates that it’s no slouch. The 4.7 second to 62mph 
sprint time is reduced further if Porsche’s vastly improved 
seven-speed PDK gearbox is chosen. 

Sure, there’s now a standard fit seven-speed manual, but 
the PDK’s added precision in either auto or manual mode is 
hard to beat in the real world. 

It’s also worth noting that fuel consumption and C02 fig¬ 
ures also drop slightly with the PDK gearbox. 

And what of the new steering? Determined to improve on 
an already highly praised conventional system, Porsche’s 
engineers have ironed out much of the distracting kickback 
of old yet added more precision to the way the car steers and 
communicates the road back to the driver. 

It’s a slightly different sensation to the old car but it 
wants for nothing in terms of accuracy, making it one of the 
best of the new generation of electric systems around. 

Another change for the better is the near absence of tyre 
noise, which should please anyone who spends a lot of time 
behind the wheel. 

The upside to this improvement is that you can now bet¬ 
ter enjoy the car’s engine as it grumbles, roars and barks its 
way up and down the rev range.

BMW's flagship M has 
monumental power 


WHEELS AND DEALS 
BMW’s new M6 range has been 
unveiled, with higher performance, 
lower fuel consumption and increased 
touring range. 

The flagship M car boasts monumental 
power and torque figures from the same tur¬ 
bocharged V8 seen in the M5. With 554bhp and 
5021b.ft, the latter available all the way from 
l,500rpm to 5,750rpm, the coupe sprints to 
62mph in just 4.2 seconds followed by the 
slightly heavier convertible at 4.3 seconds. 

Both versions are limited to 155mph, but 
more impressive is a claimed figure of 28.5mpg 
for the coupe. Its C02 emissions will stand at 
232g/km; the soft top recording 239g/km. 

BMW has worked to maintain a close-to-per- 
fect weight distribution front to rear. Combined 
with a number of upgrades to the chassis com¬ 
pared to the standard 6 Series, the M6 aims to 
represent the pinnacle of large sports cars. 
Variable Damper Control is standard, allowing 
drivers to tailor the suspension to their prefer¬ 
ences. 

Settings can also be memorised and saved to 
‘Ml’ and ‘M2’ buttons, so drivers can have their 
preferred cruising and sports settings combina¬ 
tions accessible via one button. 

To improve cruising range, the new M6 has 
been given a larger 80-litre fuel tank. Com¬ 
bined with the decreased fuel consumption, it 
leads to a theoretical range of just over 500 
miles - but then the tank would be dry. 

Boot capacity has been increased too, up to

450 litres in the coupe and up to 350 litres in the 
convertible, depending on the position of the 
roof. 

The weight of the folding roof prevents it 
from being among the world’s fastest, but 19 
seconds to retract and 24 to fold back up is not 
bad. 

As standard, the cars will have 19-inch 
wheels but can be upgraded with 20-inch ‘light¬ 
weight’ options. Satellite navigation is one of 
many goodies included in the coupe’s £93,795 
price tag. The convertible will cost £98,995. 

They will both be available in mid-September 
for the ‘62’ registration. 

• After sales of the saloon and hatchbacks 
reached a million in the recent past, Chevrolet 
is to introduce an estate version of its stylish 
Cruze model. 

With close to 1,500 litres of load space with 
the rear seats folded down, the Cruze Station 


Wagon aims to capture more sales in Europe, 
where estate cars are more popular than in 
other parts of the world. 

The move coincides with minor updates 
across the Cruze range, such as new alloy wheel 
styles and slightly remodelled headlight interi¬ 
ors. 

Inside there is a greater choice of seat fin¬ 
ishes alongside a revised centre console. 

A new engine has been added to the range as 
well, in the shape of a 1.7-litre VCDi diesel, 
with 130bhp and stop-start technology that 
helps the engine achieve C02 emissions as low 
as 119g/km in the Cruze. 

At 4,678mm, the Station Wagon is slightly 
longer than the hatchback (4,510mm) and 
saloon (4,597mm) models. Load space ranges 
from 500 litres in the boot alone with the back 
seats upright and the load cover in place, to 
nearly 1,500 litres up to the roof top with the

seats folded down. 

• Seat’s executive saloon range has been 
revised for 2012, with the Exeo gaining new 
front-end styling, including bi-xenon head¬ 
lights and LED daytime running lights as stan¬ 
dard. 

New alloy wheels, upgraded interior leathers 
and other material improvements are also all 
included in the range’s starting price of £19,480 
on the road. 

Aimed at the fleet market, the most popular 
engine so far has been the 2.0-litre TDI diesel, 
which has been improved to deliver lower emis¬ 


sions, as low as 129g/km, and fuel economy up 
to 58.9mpg. 

The Exeo has won a great deal of business 
from company car drivers and is currently 
Seat’s third best-selling model in Britain, 
behind the Ibiza and Leon. 

The Exeo range is set to expand later in the 
year with an Ecomotive version, focused on 
higher efficiency. Seat is targeting C02 figures 
lower than 120g/km. 

The car is now available in both saloon and

Polished CC shines in 
executive car sector 


ONCE a maker of simple, honest 
cars, recent years have seen Volk¬ 
swagen step up its game to be a 
major player in almost every sector 
of the market. 

The evolutionary process has been a steady 
one, with the result a constantly expanding 
line-up of increasingly competent and desirable 
cars. 

A case in point is the Passat CC; a more 
streamlined and upmarket alternative to the 
firm’s regular Passat saloon. 

Viewed by some as a more affordable and less 
flash Mercedes CLS, the Passat CC’s coupe-like 
profile, refined cabin ambience and mature 
driving manners earned it a place in the hearts 
of many seeking to escape the predictability of 
a conventional three-box saloon. 

Facelift time has seen a few things added to 
the car’s skill set and one noticeable subtrac¬ 
tion: the Passat moniker. In keeping with the 
original car’s North American naming conven- 
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tion, it’s now just Volkswagen CC. 

Although partly to keep things simple, this is 
also to help distance the car from its regular 
Passat cousin. It’s hoped buyers will view the 
car in its own light, and with the subtle exterior 
design changes make a stronger connection to 
Volkswagen’s flagship Phaeton saloon than the 
mass market Passat. 

It’s certainly a clever mind trick and, cru¬ 
cially, one that works once you clap eyes on the 
CC’s new grille and headlight arrangement - its 
resemblance to the Phaeton is no coincidence. 
At the rear there are new tail lights and a

reshaped bumper but in reality, little else has 
changed on the outside. Volkswagen’s new focus 
is on ramping up refinement, which has resulted 
in improved levels of soundproofing. The aim 
was to make the already quiet Passat CC even 
better. The good news is that Volkswagen has 
succeeded. Despite the CC’s posh exterior, its 
predecessor was a firm favourite with company 
car drivers, and this car’s motorway cruising 
behaviour has been further enhanced thanks to 
the extra soundproofing. 

Maintaining the ‘premium value’ theme more 
kit is now available, with the car’s standard spec¬ 
ification including Bluetooth, DAB, xenon head¬ 
lights and sat-nav at base level. Leather seats, 
adaptive dampers, cruise control and parking 
sensors can be found on the higher spec GT mod¬ 
els. 

A long list of options includes an adaptive high 
beam headlight mode, heated and cooled front 
seats, blind spot warning, a reversing camera, a 
‘city safe’ urban auto braking function and the 
ability to open the car’s boot by sweeping your 
foot under the rear bumper - great for when your 
hands are full with shopping. 

Make no mistake, Volkswagen knows what it’s 
doing with the CC. This generous level of stan¬ 
dard and optional kit plays right into the hands 
of buyers seeking a plush-looking executive car 
with one eye on their budget. None of the expen¬ 
sive German choices can compete at this level. 

And it’s inside the CC where its high value 
character really comes to the fore. All the mate¬ 
rials you can touch and see are a cut above any¬ 
thing else in its (almost) sub-£30,000 price range. 
Then again, this shouldn’t come as a surprise to 
anyone already familiar with modern day Volk¬ 
swagen interiors. 

Driving the CC is just as satisfying as sitting in 
it and admiring the fixtures and fittings. Save for 
the standard-fit addition of Volkswagen’s trick 
electronically controlled XDS differential on cars 
with more than 170 horsepower - that means the 
high output 2.0-litre diesel - little has changed

since dropping the Passat name. Like before, 
the CC delivers a refined and mature ride - 
even on the GT’s large 18-inch alloy wheels - 
yet also proves engaging enough to raise a smile 
on twisty backroads. Volkswagen isn’t promot¬ 
ing it as an all-out performance saloon, but the 
CC is a willing companion boasting more agility 
than its size suggests. 

Part of this performance is down to engine 
choice. There are 1.8 and 2.0-litre petrol units 
offering 160 and 210 horsepower respectively, 
but it’s the 2.0-litre diesels in 140 and 170 
horsepower guise that will prove the most pop¬ 
ular. C02 is a low 125g/km for the 140 and 
139g/km for the 170 horsepower motor respec¬ 
tively due in part to engine stop-start brake 
energy regeneration technology. 

Factor in a smooth-shifting DSG auto gear¬ 
box for a small C02 penalty and you’ve got 
yourself an extremely polished and financially 
rewarding ownership experience. 

Volkswagen’s been smart enough to only 
change the few details that needed polishing, 
proving that the CC was a fundamentally 
sound car in the first place. And long may it 
remain so.

CAPTAIN Sally Taylor has stressed 
the importance of her struggling 
Shrewsbury Ladies 2nd XI being 
uicker out of the blocks in their 
ouble-header this weekend. 

Shrewsbury, who remain bottom 
of Midland Feeder League West, 
travel to Bromsgrove on Saturday 
before hosting Stourport 24 hours 
later.

IT WAS another tale of what might have been for improving Shrews¬ 
bury as they were nudged closer to the Midlands Two West (North) 
trapdoor with a 28-22 defeat at home to Moseley Oak.

THE contrast between the two 
managers at the final whistle could 
not have been greater. 

As Swindon chief Paolo Di Canio 
basked in the adulation from three 
sides of the County Ground, furi¬ 
ous Town boss Graham Turner 
waited in vain to seek an explana¬ 
tion from referee Brendan Malone 
for his controversial match-chang¬ 
ing decision. 

Di Canio’s typically over-stated 
response was also one of relief for 
the Italian will have known better 
than anyone that his side received a 
major helping hand from the Wilt¬ 
shire whistler to move to the top of 
League Two on Tuesday night. 

Turner’s reaction was fully 
understandable, too, having seen 


his side control the game for an 
hour, yet emerge empty-handed, 
largely due to the referee’s refusal to 
award Town what appeared a clear- 
cut penalty early in the second half. 

With Town on top and leading 
thanks to a header from Matt 
Richards just before the break 
came the moment which so 
incensed Shrewsbury. 

Terry Gornell broke into the box 
and was just about to shoot when 
he was upended by Swindon 
defender Alan McCormack, the 
last man. But the referee waved 
away the penalty appeals from the 
Town players. 

“I’ve been very reluctant to crit¬ 
icise referees over a long career,” 
said Turner. “It’s a difficult job but 


you can’t help but criticise this one. 

“I don’t know where he’s come 
from. I’ve not come across him 
before and I hope I don’t come 
across him again. 

“You can’t believe the decision. I 
think even the defender said he 
was ready to walk. He knew it was 
a penalty. I think everybody in the 
ground knew it was a penalty and 
a sending off. 

“It was a really big decision in 
the game, probably the only deci¬ 
sion he had to make, and bottled it 
was the right word. 

“It was a big lift for them when 
they got away with something like 
that.” 

Mark Wright, denied by the legs 
of keeper Wes Foderingham, and 


James Collins, frustrated by a 
goalline clearance by McCormack, 
went close to doubling the advan¬ 
tage almost immediately as Town 
swarmed all over Swindon. 

But the Robins rode their luck 
and, just past the hour, pulled level 
against the run of play from their 
first notable chance of the night. 

Chris Neal fumbled a low shot 
from Matt Ritchie which was 
straight at him and half-time sub 
Alan Connell turned in the 
rebound. 

Swindon then completed an 
unlikely turnaround with a 74th 
minute winner. Luke Rooney’s fine 
effort from the left side of the 
penalty area crashed back off the 
woodwork, with Connell again on 


hand to pick up the pieces. 

It was desperately tough on 
Town who took the sting out of 
Swindon, a side who have now lost 
just two of their last 28 matches, in 
a first half which ended with the 
visitors deservedly in front. 

The goal came in the 40th 
minute when Wright’s inswinging 
corner was glanced in by Richards. 

It looked like being the prelude 
for a memorable night but it ended 
in huge disappointment.

Town job bringing career full 
circle for nomadic goalkeeper 


GAVIN WARD has now seen his nomadic career go full circle. 

More than 20 years after spending a season as a youngster at Gay Meadow trying to earn 
a breakthrough in football, the 41-year-old finds himself back at Shrewsbury Town as the 
club’s goalkeeping coach. 

What happened to Ward in between his two spells with Town is quite a story as he enjoyed 
a playing career which, including loan spells, took in no fewer than 18 clubs, over 450 games 
and stints in the Premier League with Leicester and Bolton. 

The well-being of Town’s goalkeepers is clearly in safe hands and, having joined Graham 
Turner’s coaching staff at the start of the season to replace ex-Everton custodian Paul Ger- 
rard, Ward has quickly become a popular figure around the club. 

Married to a Shrewsbury girl, Tracy, Ward has been based in North Shropshire for the 
last eight years so. when a vacancy arose at the Greenhous Meadow, it was an ideal oppor¬ 
tunity for him to come on board with Town.

Manager 
admits 
side were 
fortunate 

PAOLO DI CANIO was 
quick to admit his Swindon 
side rode their luck after hit¬ 
ting back from a goal down 
to beat Shrewsbury at the 
County Ground. 

The relived Swindon boss 
agreed Town, at the time 1-0 
up, were unfortunate not to 
be awarded a penalty when 
Terry Gornell was brought 
down by Swindon defender 
Alan McCormack in the sec¬ 
ond-half on Tuesday night. 

Di Canio said: “We are 
lucky, absolutely. For the 
first 55 minutes, Shrews¬ 
bury deserved to be in front. 

“Maybe they should have 
had a penalty in the second- 
half but we then went on to 
dominate the game. 

“It’s the first time in a 
while that we have had some 
luck and the win makes me 
very happy.” 

The charismatic Italian 
added: “In the second-half 
we showed why we should be 
at the top of the league. 

“I haven’t seen another 
side sustain so much pres¬ 
sure and then dominate. 

“At half-time, I said I was 
curious to see if we were 
capable of keeping the ball 
and then winning. 

“We showed more anger 
and more discipline. In the 
second-half we showed we 
are warriors with lots of 
determination. ”

He said: I met Tracy 
when I first came to Shrews¬ 
bury all those years ago. We 
lived in Bolton before, but 
we were always going to 
come back at some point. 

“I have been in Shrop¬ 
shire just over eight years 
now and I love living round 
here. It’s fantastic. I love the 
county, everything about it, 
it’s a smashing place. 

Settled 

“Players never think 
about what they are going to 
do in the future but, when 
the time came, going into 
coaching was just a natural 
progression for me. 

“The gaffer at Shrews¬ 
bury’s been there and done 
it with over 1,000 games as a 
manager and it’s funny 
really, because he was my 
first manager when I signed 
for Aston Villa as an appren¬ 
tice. He was there for about 
six weeks, so it’s crazy how 
these things work out.” 

Ward has discovered 
Shrewsbury to be a much 
different club to the one he 
linked up with as a teenager, 
back in 1988. 

He recalled: “I had just 
left Villa and was thinking 
what as I going to do now. 

“I remember writing lots 
of letters and sending them 
to many clubs in the hope of 
getting a few trials. 

“Walsall and Shrewsbury 


both offered me trials and, 
while Walsall would have 
been easier for me to get to 
as I am from Tamworth, I 
came to Shrewsbury first. 

“We trained on a pitch at 
the back of Gay Meadow for 
a week and Ian McNeill, the 
manager at the time, took 
me on as a first year pro. 

“Steve Perks was first 
team goalkeeper and Ken 
Hughes was No 2. I knew I 
wouldn’t really get a look in 
at Shrewsbury, but it was 
good experience.” 

And so began Ward’s trav¬ 
els and, during a short spell 
at West Brom, he made his 
first team debut for the Bag¬ 
gies in a League Cup tie. 

He went on to represent a 
host of clubs including 
Cardiff, Leicester, Bradford 
Bolton Wanderers, Stoke, 
Walsall, Coventry, Tran- 
mere and Wrexham. 

Then came his first role 
behind the scenes at Gains¬ 
borough Trinity where he 
was player-coach under 
Brian Little, his former boss 
at Leicester. 


Ward said: “I’ve been 
lucky. Most players in their 
careers have a lot of ups and 
downs. People don’t see that 
but you do. 

“I’ve had a lot of high¬ 
lights. I’ve got a great affin¬ 
ity with Cardiff and the 
people there, the fans, and 
happy memories. 

“We got promoted a couple 
of times and it was great to 
grow up with a good bunch 
of experienced players like 
Kevin Ratcliffe and Robbie 
James, God rest his soul. 

“I then went to Leicester 
and we got promoted in my 
first season there to the Pre¬ 
mier League. It was the sec¬ 
ond season of the Premier 
and it was just taking off, a 
fantastic time. 

“The first game we played 
was at home to Newcastle 
with people like Beardsley 
and Cole, live on the TV and 
they beat us 3-1. 

“We then went to Black¬ 
burn on the Wednesday 
night, the season they won 
the league, and Shearer 
scored twice and Sutton 


once so I thought welcome to 
the Premier League! 

“I also played in the Pre¬ 
mier at Bolton. I joined at 
the back end of a season in 
which we were relegated. 

“But we then walked the 
Championship under Colin 
Todd, getting 106 points 
with John McGinlay up 


front, so that put us back in 
the Premier League. 

“I was also lucky to play 
twice and win twice at the 
old Wembley, for Leicester 
and Stoke in play-off finals.” 

Now Ward is happy to be 
helping develop the careers 
of Ben Smith and Chris Neal 
at Shrewsbury, while he also 


enjoys working with the 
club’s newly-capped Eng¬ 
land under-16 international 
Callum Burton. 

Ward said: “Ben and Chris 
always want to work hard. 

“Goalkeeping is a special¬ 
ist position and, as a coach, 
you have to be that person 
they can bounce off.”

Callum now

PROMISING Shrewsbury 
Town youth team goal¬ 
keeper Callum Burton took 
the step-up to international 
football in his stride with a 
winning debut for England 
under-16s. 

The 15-year-old, who will 
join the full-time staff at the 
Greenhous Meadow on a 
two-year scholarship pro¬ 
gramme this summer, 
played the second half as 
England beat Spain 1-0 in 
Madrid in a showpiece 
friendly. 

Burton made some fine 
saves to keep an England 
side, managed by former 
Aston Villa defender Kenny 
Swain, on level terms before 
a late goal from Everton’s 
George Green sealed victory. 

Burton, from Newport, 
will now hope he’s done 
enough to keep his place in 
the England under-16 squad 
for the Montaighu Tourna¬ 
ment in France in late 
March and early April. 

“His father was giving me 
a text commentary as the 
game went on,” said Town 
goalkeeping coach Gavin 
Ward. “Apparently, he made 
two or three good saves, 
good stops, and one was very 
crucial.” 

Ward feels Burton is bene¬ 
fiting from training with the 
Shrewsbury first team 
squad once a week. 


Capital gain for Town hot-shot seals victory

JAMES COLLINS, Shrews¬ 
bury Town’s leading marks¬ 
man, has got quite a taste for 
scoring goals in North London. 

A memorable header at the Emi¬ 
rates as Town threatened a mas¬ 
sive Carling Cup upset against 
Arsenal in September and now a 
goal, arguably an even more 
important one, to seal a first 
league win for the Shrews at the 
rather-more-modest Underhill. 

Town had won on Barnet’s 
famous sloping pitch once before, 
courtesy of a poacher’s effort from 
Duane Darby in the solitary season 
the club spent in the Conference 
back in 2004. 

But this was the first time they 


had returned up the Ml with three 
points from a dozen Football 
League excursions to the home of 
the Bees. 

The victory was deserved, too, 
for Town having carved out more 
chances than a Barnet side which 
have been moving in the right 
direction under former Northern 
Ireland manager Lawrie Sanchez 
since Christmas. 

Town boss Graham Turner said: 
“Barnet are a nice passing side, 
they do get the ball down and pass 
it about. 

“That allowed us to do the same 
and we feel we can outplay any¬ 
body and so it happened. 

“Barnet are a good side, particu¬ 
larly at home, so we have to look on 


the three points as a terrific result 
and performance.” 

The game came to life with goals 
at either end either side of the 
interval. Town drew first blood 
when Matt Richards whipped in a 
free kick from just outside the 
penalty area, which Clovis Kamdjo 
unwittingly headed into the roof of 
his own net. 

Breakthrough 

It was a case of lightning strik¬ 
ing twice as an own goal, from Bar- 
net captain Mark Hughes, also 
edged Town in front at Underhill 
last season. 

That day, Barnet earned a point 
with a stoppage time equaliser but 
last Saturday they were level much 


sooner, within just three minutes 
of the re-start. 

Town never recovered from 
David McAllister being tackled by 
Mark Byrne in the centre circle 
and, although goalkeeper Chris 
Neal did well to block an effort 
from Ricky Holmes, League Two’s 
top scorer Izale McLeod kept his 
cool to help himself to his 21st goal 
of the season. 

Thereafter, Town battened down 
the hatches with a defence, excel¬ 
lently marshalled by Ian Sharps, 
offering Barnet no further encour¬ 
agement, and that left the door ajar 
for Collins to once again emerge as 
Shrewsbury’s match-winner. 

Collins had earlier squandered a 
couple of decent chances he may 


have expected to convert on cur¬ 
rent form, but he kept taking up 
useful positions and got his reward 
16 minutes from time. 

Joe Jacobson and Mark Wright 
neatly worked the ball to Jermaine 
Grandison on the left hand side of 
the penalty area and the central 
defender did well to pick out 
Collins, who did the rest with an 
assured finish from six yards.

And striker Gornell, the man denied what seemed to be a 
clear penalty in Tuesday night’s controversial 2-1 defeat at 
new leaders Swindon, believes having another top-of-the- 
table clash to look forward to is the ideal fixture for Town. 

Crawley, who are likely to include ex-Town man David 
Hunt, are enjoying a successful first season in the Football 
League and also reached the fifth round of the FA Cup for 
the second successive year. 

Gornell said: “It doesn’t 
matter what game we play 
now as every game is massive 
from now until the end of the 
season. We’ve just got to 
apply ourselves like we did at 
Swindon and as we have been 
doing in previous weeks. 

Heads up 

“We’ve got to keep our 
heads up and keep going. 

“Crawley have spent a lot 
of money but I think our 
squad’s as strong as any¬ 
body’s in this league. I 
watched them against Stoke 
in the FA Cup and we should¬ 
n’t fear anyone. 

“It’s always nice to be live 
on the box but we don’t need 
more incentive to be honest, 
especially after Tuesday. 

“We need to go into the 
game full of confidence and 
get the three points.” 

Gornell admitted he was 
still stunned not to be 
awarded a penalty when he 
was brought down by Swin¬ 
don defender Alan McCor¬ 
mack during the slender 
midweek defeat.

don’t know what the referee 
was thinking to be honest,” 
said the front man. 

“When it happened I sup¬ 
pose I was thinking the same 
as everyone else, that it was a 
penalty and as he was the last 
man they would be down to 
10 men.

“I got in front of him 
(McCormack) and didn’t 
even think he would attempt 
to bring me down because it 
would have been a penalty 
and a sending off. 

“All I was thinking about 
was getting my shot away 
and where I was going to put 


it. Then I got brought down. 

“The referee never said 
anything to me about it even 
though I asked him count¬ 
less times. What can he say?”
